Indicted by State Court. 
Of the indicted men all but the

The federal 
government will try the indicted men 
first, and the state courts will take 
them later for trial. 
The indicted company officials and 
ship officers will make their battle for 
freedom on two grounds, according to 
their attorneys, as follows: 
That the federal government lias no 
Jurisdiction in the east* because the 
ship was in the city harbor and not 
on the lake. 
That the negligence and careless­ 
ness was on the part of the govern­ 
ment Itself, which licensed the ship 
and certified the captain and engineer 
as compete nt. 


Piling and Rocks in River. 
A pile of rocks, some of them a 
foot in diameter, was discovered by 
Harry Halverson, a diver, investigat­ 
ing for a Chicago afternoon newspa­ 
per, on tiie bottom of the Chicago riv 
er at tiie spot where 
the 
steamer 
Eastland turned over, in Halverson's 
Judgment the rocks had been dump­ 
ed 
there 
since 
the 
bottom 
was 
dredged. 
Engineer Williams of the 
government service was notified. 
A new mystery arose from the mud­ 
dy bottom of the river at the Clark 
street dock. The discovery was made 
by Halverson, diver, who made a de­ 
scent earlier in the day. 
It—this 
mystery 
is made up of 
two stubborn pieces of piling. Either 
they are sawed ofT stumps or piling 
driven into the river bed by the con­ 
tractors who raised tiie overturned 
steamer. If tiie former is the case, it 
is pointed out, the government is cur­ 
ious to know how they got there 
whether they were driven into tiie 
mud after the disaster and by whom, 
or whether, after all, they were old 
stumps 
overlooked 
by the govern­ 
ment's own divers and discovered by 
underwater workers in the ernpjoy of 
officials under indictment. 
Anyway iL makes a mighty interc t- 
ing piece of news for District 
At 
torney Clyne, in view of a sensation­ 
al statement emanating from Edwin 
F. Sweet, assi.-tant secretary of com­ 
merce. 
Sweet, in St. Paul, came forward 
with a statement right on the eve of 
indictments that buried piling; caused 
the. bout to overturn and that neith­ 
er 
government 
inspectors 
nor 
the 
steamship officials- were to blame. He 
intimated that tills timber was there 
owing to the negligem e of those who 
constructed the LaSalle street tun­ 
nel.
